One  principal  featurd  of  interest  In  this 
biography  is  the  fact  that  it  is  ja  story  of 
the  English  nobility,  r  A  nobleman— a 
man  of  literary  skill  anfl  of  distinguished 
place  under  governmeujf-is  writing  aliout 
his  father.  Th£  glinl  of  the  golden 
guineas  mellows  this  light — arid  the  at¬ 
mosphere  of  country  houses  and  high 
society  can  be  felt  throughout  it.  It  is 
not  interestingto  hearifiuch  about  hands 
and  feet  and  bices,  aqd  the  infinity  Of 
small  details  of  domestic  life,  except  when 
the  nobs  condescend  t(>  oj>en  the  back 
window  and  let  the  sBobs  peer  in  ami 
listen.
